During the past year the 
principal work has been the laying of 
a id-inch pipe from Common. street to 
Adams and Beale streets, thus making 
a connection with the Metropolitan 
system. There lave been many calls 
for extensions and the Commissioners 


have laid abont tive miles of pipe, and 


have made two hundred and sixty 
house connections, One million five 
hundred thousand gallons per day are 
now supplied to the city, showing a 
decided increase in the consumption of 
water, 


During the next year we shall be sup- 


plied, through the above connection, 
with water from the Metropolitan

money than could well be spared from 
the appropriation for highways and 
therefore much money has been wasted 
in so called repairs, which themselves 
have to be repaired in a very short 


time. The only effectual remedy is a 
special appropriation, the interest on 
which would without doubt be less 


than amount now thrown away annually. 

Brackett street, one of the principal 
thoroughfares to Brackett’s wharf, at 
the head of navigation of Town river, 
and over which is carried most of the 
granite shipped by water, from Quincy, 
is in sad need of repair or new con- 
struction, [ shall ask the Commissioner 
of Public Works to look into its condi- 
tion and shall let you know the result.

Assessment of Taxes. 

This is one of the tant 
matters to engage my «attent and 
though it talls wholly w n the 
province of the executive authority 
I think it proper on this oceasion to 
offer some thoughts, with which [ may 
frankly say I do not expect all to

Equalization of taxes the grand 
point to be accomplished. Chis is not 
gained either by raising or lowering all 
valuations indiscriminately. Regard 
should be had to what property will 
bring if purchased for investment. 
Regard should be had for what property 
will produce or may be made to pro- 
duce. Locality should be a large factor 
in assessment, and the fluctuations 
caused in localities by changing eit 
cumstances should be considered. For 
instance, property in one ward may be 
actually decreasing in desirability and 
therefore in value, while in another 
ward there may be a constant or in 
creasing demand Assessors should 
bear in mind what property brings or 
would bring if sold unde ordinary 
circumstances Lastly, raising the 
valuation in order to keep down the 
tax rate isan unwise plan for two 
reasons. First, it usually deceives the 
taxpayer for a time into thinking that 
his tax is to be smaller, but when he 
gets his bill he tinds that he has more 
money to pay. Second, and more im 
portant, as the borrowing capacity of 
the city depends on the vaiuation, it_ 
is increased by an increase of valen 


tion, and the council of the sueceeding 
year is offered the temptation of spend 
ing a larger sum. 


Furthermore, the fixing of the tax 
rate is only an incident, not an object 
of the assessors. They are sworn to

From the way that orders are be- 
ing placed for new challenges to 
sail for the Quincy Yacht Club’s cup, 
it is quite evident, says the Herald, 
that a new boat must be built outside 
the Recruit, else the cup will be lost 
to the club. 

Mr. C. D. Mower, the designer of 
the 18-footer, the Duchess, which 
sailed for it last year, has a new 21- 
foot ready for her deck, and she is now 
being completed by her designer, who 
has (lone all the work on her. She will 
have 1-4inch cedar planking, and out- 
side this she will havea canvas skin. 
Mr. Mower is quite willing to give all 
dimensions, but as he is to have com- 
petitors, he does not think it advisable 
just now to tell them. 

Beside this boat, Designer John R. 
Pardon, now of the firm of Stearns & 
Purdon, has an order for a 21-footer 
for Messrs. Blanchard, Parker & Hay- 
den, owners of the Duchess. The 
lines of the Purdon boat are hardly 
finished, but she will be a racer to the 
limit, and her designer will take all he 
can out of the liberal rules of the Quin- 
ey Yacht Club, which permit experi- 


menting on 21 feet waterline to the 
fuliest. 

This 21-footer will sail under the 
colors of the Nahant club. 


A third 21-footer for the Quincy cup 
isin the air, and she will probably be 
from Crowinshield’s design. This full- 
fledged racer will be for the Horton 
brothers,Edward and Kenneth. Crowin- 
shield will be in his own craft, and this 
means that she will be well sailed. Be- 
side the above, a fourth boat is looked 
for, te be designed and built by Mr. 

With from 
Designers Mower, Purdon, Crowin- 
shield, and possibly one from the West, 
it is quite evident that the members ot 
the Quiney Yacht Club should get a 
move on, looking to the building of a 
new defender.

Left-Over Dishes. 


Cold meats in winter are not as 
tempting as those that are hot, and for 
this reason, says the N. Y. Evening 
Post, every housewife should have a 
variety of simple recipes for cvoking 
left-overs of mutton, poultry, beef or 


game. 

According to one of these recipes the 
pieces of meat are cut in thin and even 
slices and heated in a saucepan or 
or stock, 
a 


little onion juice, salt, pepper (red or 


chafing dish with gravy 


seasoned with lemon juice or wine, 


white,) and a litle oil or butter. 

If based upon mutton, for instauce, 
a pint of the meat heated in a sauce 
made in the following way would be 
used: Brown two tablespoonfuls butter, 
add to it the same quantity of flour, 
and when smooth and brown add a 


cupful of stock. When it thickens 
put in thé mutton, and when hot 
season with a teaspoonful of lemon 


juice and a tablespoonful of Worcester- 
shire sauce. 

A different flavor may be given to 
cold duck by frying the joints in a 
little good olive oil, then covering 
them with claret ora brown gravy and 
lemon juice, and simmering them until 
tender. Season with cayenne and a little 
salt. 

Another form is flavored with 


onion 
and mushrooms fried in a little olive 
oil. The game or other meat is then 


added, as well as stock or gravy. 

If you wish to garnish, serve on small 
squares of toast and garnish with little 
pickles or olives and slices of lemon.

Robbed Employers. 


J. Driscoll of West Quincy, 
salesman, employed by 
C. W. Royce & Co., shoe manu fac- 
turers, at their Summer street office, is 
under arrest, charged with stealing be- 
tween 400 and 500 pairs of shoes from 
this and other firms at that number 
since August of last year. Driscoll re- 
ceived $7 a week. 

The scheme seems to have been to 
take the shoes from full cases, perhaps 
one or two pairs from each layer, and 
then to return the empty paper cartoons 
to the cases. The loss would not be dis- 
covered, naturally enough, until there 
was use for that particular case, and 
this gave considerable leeway for the 
thief.

For the Patriot. 
Letter from the State House. 


Boston, March 8, 1899. 

The first speaker on the woman 
suffrage question in the house on Tues- 
day was Mr. Sprague of Quincy, one 
of the dissenters of the committee on 
election laws from their report against 
permitting women to vote on the issue 
of liquor licenses. Mr. Sprague put 
his argument, in part, on the lack of 
ability and honesty on the part of men, 
as truly as it is said to exist on the 
part of women. He referred to the 
case of James H. Doyle of Boston who 
was unseated a few years ago by the 
house for frauds in this election and 
was afterward elected an alderman of 
Boston, to ex-Senator Matt Quay and 
to Bosses Platt and Croker, to prove 
that women, least, be 
pure in politics as men. Mr. Benneit 
of Saugus was one of the speakers for 
the women and he brought more quota- 
tions of hymns than 
was probably ever heard before in any 
speech in the house.

So. Metropélitan Sewer District. 


There is before the Legislature an 
act to provide for the building, main- 
tenance and operation of a high level 
sewer for the relief of the Charles and 
Neponset river valleys, which directly 
concerns Quincy in many ways. Section 
2 reads: 

“The south metropolitan system 
shall include the present Charles river 
valley metropolitan sewerage district, 
comprising a portion of Boston, the 
cities of Newton and Waltham and the 
towns of Watertown and Brookline; 
the present Neponset valley metro- 
politan sewerage district, comprising 
a portion of Boston and the towns of 
Dedham, Hyde Park and Milton; also 
Quincy and such portions of Dor- 
chester, Roxbury and West Roxbury 
as are not included in the present 
metropolitan sewerage areas and 
which are so situated as to be drained 
into the proposed high level sewer sub- 
stantially as outlined on maps con- 
tained in the special report of the 
metropolitan sewerage commissioners 
to the legislature of eighteen hundred 
and ninety-nine.”

“The volume of the tidal current 
near the south westerly end of 
Peddock’s Island is found to be nearly 
as great as that near Deer Island, 
where continous discharge of sewage 
from the north metropolitan system was 
recommended by the State Board of 
Health in 1889. This outlet has been 
in operation about four years, with 
results which are highly satisfactory, 
and equally satisfactory results which 
are expected from it in the future. 
The examinations of our engineers aud 
chemical experts coincide in showing 
that the continuous discharge of sewage 
to these currents, at the location 
shown on Plate 5, would be satisfactory 
for along series of years, if not per-
